THEIR COUNTRIES AND TO TAKE TO THAT END, WITHIN 
THEIR COMPETENCE, APPROPRIATE MEASURES, IN 
PARTICULAR:

5. SINCE THEN, DESPITE PROLONGED DISCUSSIONS IN

CHAIRED BY FINNISH DELEGATION, IT HAS NOT BEEN 
POSSIBLE TO WORK OUT ACCEPTABLE COMPROMISE TEXT.
